sel can be destroyed as a prize. 
It is claimed to be incumbent on

London, July 21.— Rumors of the 
fall of Warsaw are in circulation to­ 
day, but 
latest 
indications indicate 
that the 
Austro-German 
rush 
has 
slow'ed down. The Russians continuo 
to lose ground, 
but apparently the 
campaign has not been brought to a 
decisive issue. 
The most 
important 
successes of 
the Germans have been won by Gen- 
jeral von Worch, south of Ivangorod. 
This seems to have been a surprise 
attack. The Russians, who had heavy 
reserves in the 
neighborhood, later 
delivered counter attacks, hut failed 
to recover the lost ground. 
Windau, in Courland, on the Baltic, 
is definitely in the 
hands 
of 
the 
Germans, who are 
within thirty-five 
miles of the Russian seaport of Riga. 
Possession of Riga by the Germans 
would force the Russian armies near 
Shavli and Mitau to retreat, as the 
Baltic port is their 
chief point of 
supplies. 
The advance of the Germans In the 
Baltic provinces indicates 
that they 
not only intend to capture Warsaw, 
but cut off their retreat. 
All 
these 
late 
advances 
place 
Grand Duke Nicholas 
in 
an embar­ 
rassing position.

risk obstinate

Constantinople, July 
2 1 — On 
the 


road to Entilly, three kilometers cast j 
of one cf the dirtiest little towns in 
Anatolia, in a group of drafted Ar­ 
menians engaged in road, building, the 
Associated Press correspondent found 
a young German engineer, clad in the 
uniform of a Turkish /doneer officer. 
* Yes,” replied the young German 
to the question put to him, “I am 
building tlds road. 
Here is a place 
where there have beer, many wash­ 
outs. 
I am revetting th*' embankment 
and hope that the road wil stay for 
a while alter that. 
It’s a dreary life. 
of course. 
But it has to be done. I’d 
rather he on t h e firing line in Fland­ 
ers, o r anv old place, tor that matter. 
But nowadays we all have to help 
w h e r e best w e can.” 
That the road was needed, and that 
it was best to keep it in good repair 
was shown a little later, when a reg­ 
iment of Turkish artillery went over 
it at a lively clip. 
At tl\e foot of the 
Amaus 
Pass 
there was another German engineer 
doing similar work. 
‘I am tailing the kinks out of the 
road,” he replied. 
‘‘You see, these 
old ramps tip the mountain have been 
used from time immemorial. 
I sup­ 
pose some donkey first discovered 
that as being one way of getting over 
the hill. 
I mean four-footed donkey, 
in the days of Nebuchadnezzar. Since 
then all the armies of antiquity and a 
few modern ones have used the road 
without knowing that the hill can be 
ascended in an easier way.” 
Then he showred the correspondent 
a new survey he had made. 
The old 
road took eight turns to get over the 
pass, many of them very steep 
The 
new road takes only one, and it re­ 
duces the possibility of accidents. 
A 
cut or tw*o, a little revetting, and 
the trick was done. 
At Ishlaiah the cbrrespondent met 
a German medical officer. 
The man 
had formerly been in the employ of 
tlic Bagdad railroad. 
hen the w’ar 
came he entered the service of the 
Ottoman army, 
because 
physicians 
and surgeons were needed. 
He wras 
put in command of the sanitary troops 
of Syria. 
“They have had some typhoid fever 
and typhus around here,’* he explain­ 
ed, “I am trying to get rid of both. 
Making f a r progress. 
Getting place 
cleaned up. 
Most places now safe. 
Nothing to fear.” 
The man talked as if hr had to turn 
in a certified voucher for every word 
he littered in the course of a day. He 
w a s serious. 
Ii is doubtful whether 
he had eve’* smiled in his life 
In Aleppo another German officer 
was met. 
He, too, had his niche in 
tire Ottoman army affairs. He is look­ 
ed upon as somewhat of an expert 
in ‘base and line communication’ m at­ 
ters; but, to judge by his appearance, 
one could swear that he had just step­ 
ped out of the hest drawing-room in 
Berlin. 
He said he was doing his 
best. 
The Turkish b a s e commander 
said he was doing wanders. 
Ile had 
just managed to find several tons oi 
railroad spikes where nobody suspect­ 
ed them —in a clothing store belong­ 
ing to an Armenian. 
‘‘How* they got there, ! don’t know’, 
he mused reflectively in the casino. 
Get some water piping in the same 
place ” 
Everywhere the correspondent found 
the German officer, almost alw’ays 
singlehanded, and alw*:vs in charge 
of some department of war and mili­ 
tary affairs that must not go wrong. 
In Adana two German officers w’ere 
training of the troops of the vilayet 
of that name. 
Other German officers 
were met here and there. 
They wrere 
all doing the same thing to a differ­ 
e d tune—preparing Turkey for the 
war, or putting the finishing touches 
on work already done.

CARING FOR MAKE AND FOAL 


Whc*e Oats, Cern snd Bran Are Prac­ 
tical Concentrates to Feed—Stall 
Should Be We!! Cleaned. 


(By E. H. HUGHES, Missouri Experi­ 
ment Station.) 
Mares In foal should receive regu­ 
lar exercise up to the time of foaling. 
It is advisable that they be worked 
lightly or that they have the run of a 
lot where exercise can be taken. 
In 
working mares in foal, experience 
proves that heavy pulling, jerking, 
backing and deep mud should be 
avoided. 
Bright mixed hay, timothy, choice 
alfalfa and good clover are excellent 
roughages for mares in foal. 
Sound 
whole oats, corn and bran are very 
practical concentrates to feed them 
when heavy in foal. Two parts whole 
oats, two parts corn and one part bran. 


Mare and Foal. 


by weight (quantity to feed depends 
on size of mare), with what hay they 
will eat, is an excellent ration. 
It is 
advisable to feed but one-half the grain 
ration when it becomes apparent that 
a mare will foal within forty-eight 
hour;:. 
Shortly after the mare has 
foaled, a drink of lukewarm water 
should bo given her. The same ration 
fed prior to foaling is usually satisfac­ 
tory atter foaling. 
When it is possible, the mare should 
foal in a dry, well-lighted and bedded 
box stall or in a clean grass lot. 
If 
she foals in a box stall, it should be 
thoroughly cleaned and disinfected 
with a five per cent solution of car­ 
bolic acid before she enters it. A light 
covering of air-slaked lune on the floor 
underneath the bedding is very prac­ 
tical safeguard against “navel” trou­ 
ble. 
After she has foaled it is advisable 
to clean the stall immediately, disin­ 
fect again and bed thoroughly. 
As a 
preventive of navel and joint disease 
in the foal, saturate its navel as soon 
as possible with a five per cent solu­ 
tion of lysol or other disinfectant. To 
prevent blistering the colt’s 
belly 
smear the parts at the base of the 
navel board with vaseline or unsalted 
lard before applying the disinfectant.

Fruit Picked Without Damaging It or 
the Tree* Which Bore It—Applica­ 
ble to All Orchard*. 


The scientific picking of fruit re­ 
quires that the operation should be 
performed without damaging the tree, 
which often occurs when ladders of 
the ordinary design are thrust into the 
branches. 
The revolving ladder sup­ 
port shown in the accompanying cut 
has been invented and patented by a 
California orange grower. 
While the 
idea is applicable to all orchards it is 
particularly 
suited 
for the 
orange 
grove, where the crop is not gathered 
at one time as is other fruits, but is 
collected at a number of successive 
pickings. 
A peculiar characteristic of 
the orange tree is that it frequently 
has en its branches fruit in many dif­ 
ferent stages of development, all the 
way from the bud to the ripe fruit. 


Permanent Ladder for Fruit Tree*. 


The oranges are picked at different 
times, the occasion being influenced by 
the convenience of the grower and the 
condition cf the market. There would 
be, therefore, more incentive to the 
owner to erect permanent supports of 
this character among the orange trees 
than in an apple orchard, for instance 
where the entire crop is removed at 
one operation. Then, too, the orange 
trees are more fragile than other 
trees, and the grower must necessarily 
exercise more care. 
The apparatus 
consists of a shaft with one end buried 
in the ground near the tree trunk and 
extending upright through thfe tree. 
The top is fitted with an arm horizon­ 
tal with means for securing the top 
end of the ladder thereto. This device 
may be swung all around the tree so 
that every part may be reached and 
the fruit picked without disturbing a 
leaf.

Disease 
Recognized

Irregular 
Brown Splotches on New Canes— 
It Can Be Controlled. 


CBy W A L T E R G. SA C R E LL, OBlorado 
E xperim ent Station.) 
Red raspberry spur blight makes its 
appearance about the middle of July 
and can be recognized by the irregular 
brown splotches on the new canes. 
The fungus which is responsible for 
the discoloration invades the tissue 
surrounding the buds from which the 
fruit spurs arise and either destroys 
them outright or prevents their fur­ 
ther growth and development. 
The 
disease can be controlled satisfactcr 
ily by spraying the young canes with 
bordeaux mixture when they are six 
to eight inches high and every two 
weeks thereafter until the picking sea­ 
son. 
The old canes should be re­ 
moved as soon as the crop has been 
gathered, and a final application of the 
spray material should be given at that 
time. 
For this work we recommend 
an adhesive bordeaux mixture having 
a formula 3-2-50 and containing two 
pounds of resin fish oil soap to each 
50 gallons.

FIND SKELETON OF MAMMOTH

fewr years later gave the road entry] 
into St. Louis. 
The Wabash in 1870 leased the Han­ 
nibal and Naples railroad, and the 
next year obtained control of a line 
running from Hannibal to Moberly. 
This line is now a section of the 
mein line from Kansas City to Toledo. 
Other lines were bought or leased, 
and in 1872 the Wabash w’as operat­ 
ing 900 miles of track. Tho company 
failed in 1874, and was in the hands 
of a receiver until 1877.

it was reorganized under the name 
of the “ Wabash.”

dated as the Wabash, St. Louis and 
Pacific, with the St. Louis, Kansas 
City and Northern, originally built as 
the North Missouri. 
The latter line controlled that part 
of the Wabash system that now con­ 
nects St. Louis and Kansas City. This 
end of the line began building in 1854 
and by February, 1859, had reached

Sheriff Kinkead 
spoke for half an hour. 
The sheriff said he w’as walling to 
meet representatives of the strikers 
and do his best to bring about a set­ 
tlement. In consideration 
of this he 
asked the men to disperse peaceably. 
A committee of three w’as appointed 
by the men to meet Sheriff Kinkead 
later in the day. 
There were three separate attacks 
by the rioters. The first w’as at afire 
house of an engine company and then 
the crow’d moved 
on 
and attacked 
the police 
near

plant. There the rioters were injured 
by bullets from the policemen’s pis­ 
tols. The crowd then
